Five Day's Session to Be 
Held Here Beginning 
Yesterday. 



INSTRUCTORS HERE. 



Will Be Best Ever Had, 
Says Superintendent 
Gray. 



The pedagogues of the county, 
about 90 in number, will assemble 
here this week in attendance on the 
the county white teachers' institute. 

Under the school law all public 
school teachers are required to r.t- 
tend. Organization was to be effect- 
ed yesterday morning at 10 o'clock 
but owing to the heavy rains 
the county, only a few had been able 
to get here at the opening hour. 
Consequently the organization 
could not be effected until yesterday 
afternoon. 

Prof. J. C. Willi3, President of | 
Louisville University, and Miss Avis 
Westcott, of Minneapolis, Minn., are 
to be the instructors. Prof. Willis 
failed to make railroad connection 
and did not arrive until 10:08 yester- 
day morning. Prof. Willis conducted 
the institute last year and the year 
preceding. He is generally known 
as one of the best instructors in this 
part of the country. 

Mis3 Westcott stands at the head 
of her profession in the Northwest. 

Her methods have met with gene- 
ral approval wherever she has put 
them into practice, and though it is 
possible that they may be new hi 
yet the results will doubtless be of 
great help to the teachers of Christ- 
ian eounty. 

No printed program has been pre- 
pared. Prof. Gray said yesterday 
that as his plans for the institute this 
year are all together different from 
those of any former institute, no 
regular program would be followed 
except as might be arranged after 
consultation with the instructors. 
The conduct of the institute by 
instructors is an innovation, it 
is true, but, he said, he was going 
to have the best in all the history of 
the county. Heretofore in addition 
to the suggestions of the instructor 
different teachers had been assigned 
to discuss different lines of work in 
the schools. This year the instruct- 
ors are to do all the instructing. 
Teachers will highly appreciate the 



privileges thus offered them and at 
the same time it relieves them of 
the necessity of preparation for 
properly handling the subjects as- 
signed them. Many of them are 
young ladies who are unable to stand 
before a large gathering and speak 
with anything like fluency. A writ- 
ten argument never receives the at- 
tention it deserves. There are many 
young men also, who cannot better 
acquit themselves. 

The expense of employing profes- 
sional instructors, sa;> Superinten- 
dent Gray, is borne by the teachers 
themselves, as they are taxed $2 
each for the purpose. This being 
the case, Prof. Gray has determined 
that none but the best talent shall 
be employed. 

The organization was begun yes- 
terday by Prof. Gray, who made a 
brief address to his teachers, out- 
lining to some extent his plans, and 
urging a faithful attendance on all 
the sessions of the institute. He 
believes that the teachers have great 
opportunities this week for acquir- 
ing information not obtained else- 
where, and it is a duty they owe to 
the children they are to instruct dur- 
ing the coming year to avail them 
selves of everything that presents 
itself during the five day3 of .the 
institute. It is also a duty to them- 
selves. 

It is expected that at the roll-call 
Drning every teacher in the

Lesson For "Night Riders." 

"Experience," saith the old adage, 
"is a dear school, but fools will learn 
in no other." Will it be necessary 
to write down the night riders, the 
men who destroy property and en- 
danger life in disregard of law, as 
bein« fools in addition to being 
scoundrels? 

In order that we may point a mor- 
al, alW us to tell a tale, unadorned 
and simple, a (reminiscence of twen 
ty-five years ago. At that time, a 
lawless orgat ization known as 
"White Caps" inftsted the country 
There were some of them in West 
em Kentucky and a great many ir 
Southern Indiana. They committed 
outrage after outrage, and the lead- 
en heel of the law never overtook 
theirf. They would fiog mei almost 
to death. Th ?v would force families 
to abandon tiHr property and flee 
the country. Year after year, their j 
depredations did not cease. 

Near Leavenworth, on the line be- ' 
tw< en ( rawfoid and Harrison coun- 
ties, in Indiana, lived a widow with ! 
her two sons. The sons had incurred I Privately 
the displeasureof the"White Caps," 



sault on the house. While they were 
busily engaged, some battering down 
the doors, some s-anding guard, the 
boys opened fire. In a few minutes 
dozen dead "White Caps" strewed 
the ground around the widow's ca- 
in the woods. The boys crossed 
river into Kentucky, negotiated 
a sale of their Indiana farm and re- 
mained in Meade county without 
molestation. 

The raid, in which a dozen of their 
men bit the dust, was the last, ever 
made by the "White Caps." The or- 
ganization went to pieces, and South- 
ern Indianawas rid of the worst 
band of ruffians that it ever knew. 

This is merely a bit of ancient his- 
tory, the history of an incident that 
caused a sensation at the time but 
which, of itself, is of no particular 
nterest now. But its recital raises 
his interesting question: Will the 
'Night Riders," soclose of kin to the 
'White Caps," learn this lesson 
from history or will they wait to be 
taught in the costly school of experi- 
ence? It is a lesson that, one way or 
the other, they must learn. They 
may scrape plant beds, burn barns, 
dynamite threshing machines, flog 
men who do not obey their com- 
mands, do all of these things with 
mpunity for a long while, perhaps. 
But it is as certain as fate that one 
if these days, if they do not desist, 
they will run onto a man with the 
nerve and the determination to give 
them their own medicine in bigger 
doses. 

The lesson is plainly written in the 
incident of the Leavenworth widow' 
sons. Will the "Night Riders" read 
i- or will they wait for its repetition 
and their undoing?-0\vensboro Mes- 
senger.

One of the boldest and at the same 
time one of the flimsiest hold-up 
schemes ever worked on an unsus- 
pecting public came to liirht on Sat- 
urday. So transparent a proposi- 
tion was it that it is nothing 3hortof 
marvellous it caught so many: prob- 
ably the smallness of the amount 
collected from each victim, fifty 
cents, may account for the success 
with which the pirate ship was 
launched. 

Briefly the plan of campaign 
more or less as follows: Merchants, 
business and professional men all 
over Kentucky were to be called up- 
on and asked to express their sym- 
pathy with the Society of Equity and 
the unions in consideration of a fee 
of fifty cents in each instance to i 
er the expense of those making the 
report. As the Journal understands 
it, the authors of the scheme, C. J, 
Miller and a Mr. Hugg, endeavored 
to convey the impression that they 
were working for the head office of 
the Society of Equity at Indianap- 
olis. They intimated that their re- 
port would be made to it, and that 
it would be wise for those they called 
upon to cough up a modest half dol- 
lar, since it was more than probabh 
that if they were not on this list of 
sympathizers with the Society of 
Equity and the unions they might be 
found on another list— a blaek list, 
in point of fact. No threats were 
made, in all likelihoodbut something 
with a family resemblance to black- 
mail was certainly in view. 

It was a shrewd scheme. The So- 
ciety of Equity has many and most 
enthusiastic adherents in Henderson 
and no better selection of a starting 
point could have been made.

The death of Senator Pettas fol- 
lowed quickly after the death of his 
colleague from Alabama. Senator 
Morgan. Both were notable types 
of the old school of Southern states- 
men; much alike in temp?rament, 
appearance, age and political con- 
victions. 

In age he outranged all of his sen- 
atorial assc'iates. He became a mem- 
ber of the Senate March 4 1897, and 
only recently was elected by the Ala- 
bama Legislature for another full 
term, which does not begin until 
March 4, 1909. 

Ex-Governor Johnston has already 
been selected as his successor.
